Gentlemen: ;

We, of THE COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD and our many like-minded friends in 
the fifty (50) States, are deeply concerned about the manner in 
which our affairs are being handled in Washington. We feel that 
things have been getting out of control there for many years, and 
that the States and the People have been derelict in their duty in 
permitting it. As a result, we are stunned by an official procla- 
mation that 

"THE NATION IS IN DIRE PERIL." 

We feel that a condition of "dire peril" is the inevitable result of 
many years 5 of financial— irresponsibility- on-the one. hand, „and _a . _ 
carefully concealed plan of the UNELECTED Washington Bureaucracy to 
change our Republican form of government without the INFORMED con- 
sent of the people on the other. 

We say "informed" because it was a completely UNINFORMED people who 
adopted the lethal 17th Amendment and through it, opened the door 
for the eventual downfall of the Republic and the inevitable rise of 
"dire peril." The 17th abolished State Representation in the 
Federal Agency. And this led first to weakening of State influence 
and control over the Agency created by the States, and finally to a 

"no man's land" where the States have been completely ignored. 

i 

In this hour of "dire peril" to the Federal Agency, as a probable 
prelude to the "long twilight" predicted by the Chief Executive, we 
implore our State Officials to be warned in time. Let us look at 
our own Ship of State and see whether it is dependable. The Consti- 
tutional Contract - Article 4, Section 4 states: "The United States 
shall guarantee to every State in the Union a Republican form of 

— government _!l;_jthat _.is_, "a state in which the sovereign power is held 

by the people and exercised by representatives erected' by 7 'and - re^ 
sponsible to them". (Webster's) 

Gentlemen, these official proclamations of "dire peril" and a "long 
twilight" have convinced us that we had better advise and consult 
with our duly elected representatives at State level, and begin a 
speedy return to the Republican form of government our Constitution- 
al Contract guarantees. To that end, we urge that you hear us out. 
We, of THE COUNCIL FOR STATEHOOD, are NOT now and by the Grace of, 
God, NEVER shall be - citizens of t:he WORLDS We are CITIZENS of 
our respective Sovereign States. 

We are prepared to admit our failures of the past and are prepared 
also to make any necessary sacrifice to restore State Sovereignty 


and to support our States in resistance to any further encroachment 
by the Federal Agency. The States,! or the majority of them are. 


SOLVENT and their solvency is a tribute to the fiscal responsibil- 
ity of the elected representatives of the people in the States. 

And it demonstrates that the people are fit to rule themselves - 
to wisely select representatives. The Federal Agency may 
be - and probably is INSOLVENT - bankrupt. And this is not the 
fault of the people whose franchise has been diluted by outside and 
alien influences. It is not the fault of the State which, since 
the enactment of the 17th, have had NO representation at all. 

We realize now, and we will do our very best to bring others to the 
realization, that by enacting the 17th Amendment, the people have 
done GREAT damage to their States and have put their States at the 
mercy of-pa*mr politicians in the "great" metropoles. It should 

J 3 .e clearly^ apyiarent now that.. if o ur own St at e Leg islatures had re- 

tained the .powiar conferred upon them by the Constitution, to appoint 
the Senators : as : representatives of the States, these State repre- 
sentatives, Ivhd: have proven their capacity for governmental respon- 
sibility, would have given us a Senate dedicated to the best in- 
terests of the States. 

We believe, therefor#* that the States should immediately begin an 
educational campaign to inform their people about the Amendment 
which has failed them and to begin State referendums for its repeal. 

We believe the bankruptcy of the Federal Agency is a fact which 
could have been predicted with certainty from the time the Federal 
Debt reached the hundred billion dollar mark. But the UNELECTED 
Bureaucracy in Washington not only refused to control it, but 
promised us it would continue to mount, year by year, for the next 
half century. 

We know that this debt is UNPAYABLE* ■ we know that the only 
alternative to payment is REPUDIAMf^ ^iS BANKRUPTCY. We do not 
"b'eiieve~the~Federa-l- Agency can— longer- a -show-down-on — 
the Federal Debt. The gold and th&. have been shipped out of 

the United States - rightly or wrongly, we do not know. Nobody in 
Washington recognizes any responsibility for informing us. If, as 
many solid citizens believe - all the property of the people in 
the States is mortgaged by this debt, then the people are bankrupt 
also, i£ the mortgages were secured legally. 

Nowhere in the Constitution are Congressmen and Senators authorized 
to pledge the property of the people for the Federal Debt. The 
Constitution conveyed to the Congress the power to coin and regu- 
late ouf ! |n^#&V/$hd to borrow against the credit of the United 
States Cmifc Sovereign States or the People in those States) for 
the extr>4^i‘d,iti@3fcy expenses of government. We believe that, in the 
absence ::b^,y^^ : '^7th Amendment, all unconstitutional debt and 
spending would have been stopped, dead in its tracks, by a Senate 
representing the States and loyal to the interests of their States. 


Gentlemen, we are convinced that if the nation of Sovereign State® 
is to survive for even a year or two, - the responsible officials 
of the States must find a way to determine just how much is 1 ©gaily 
owed - who owes it - is it to be paid or repudiated - and when and 
how. Finance is everybody's business - in the home, in the mill, 
on the farm, - and in the Statehouse. And no sane person waits 
until he has lost his property before he learns whether or not he 
owes the debt. 

Long study of the debt situation has convinced us that this debt 
economy is an evil stemming from the Federal Reserve System, the 
Central Banking System, against which our forebears warned again and 
again. And so in closing let us leave with you a great Constitu- 
tional- argument which— was never_ re solved,-— r "Is_the^Federal_ Reserve,— _ 

System CONSTITUTIONAL"? It is a direct violation of Article 1, 
Section 8, Paragraph 5. There was NO constitutional amendment, - 
the people would never have approved it. These people (Regional 
Banks) who bought the securities representing the debt knew this 
when they made the purchases. All these things must be considered, 
resolved and faced NOWJ 

The wild and irresponsibly fiscal practices of the UNELECTED 
Bureaucracy would NEVER been tolerated if the People had been 

obliged to pay for them, but by mortgaging future generations, - 
whether legally or illegally, - the spending has been pushed to 
"dire and prospects of a "long twilight". We have not been 

told jui& %$iat these terms imply. Maybe our States can find out 
for us. 

In future letters, in what will probably be a long series, - we will 
spell out the fiscal irresponsibility of those: m of the 

Federal Agency from 1913 to date. This will be the Unwritten 
history of the DARKEST deeds ever perpetrated by men.- , It was in- 
evi tab le ~ that fifty - ( 50 l~year s~ of'-such—abomfeaticns^shojlid^produce — 
not only "dire peril" but also a disastrous termination of the 
"peril".

Gentlemen, - rarely in our history have the States used or needed 
the STATE MILITIA established by the Constitution which NEVER was 
wrong. But now - with "dire peril" and "long twilight" stalking us 
all - the Federal Agency is trying in one way or another to DISARM 
us. This is probably the end of an era - a turning point in our 
history. The obligation of LEADERSHIP was NEVER so GREAT as it is 
in the STATES today. That LEADERSHIP needs the support of its own 
MILITIA.

This source stated that in 
order to joig£ |§§£ organization an applicant must be 
recommended y^;|po or more people as an "A-l patriot" 
and pay a fee’ of $5.00, for which no receipt would be 
given. The general purpose of the organization, accord- 
ing to this source, is to eliminate by force if neces- 
sary all Jewish people who hold high positions in busi- 
ness and government and to eliminate all Jews who are 
Communists.

Gentlemen, - when the "government" turns over a billon dollars' 
worth of bonds for the I.O.U. 's of the Fed, - should the People pay 
of f\- those bonds? If so, - should the Fed then pay off their I.O.U. 
I.O.U. *s?. If they did, we would be "square with the board". We 
wouldXnot owe any debt. The big catch here is that their I.O.U. 's 
come back into their own hands and are BURNED - extinguished. Ours 
are piled up in their warehouses, draining away the earnings of the 
people in^the States in interest payments with this highly question- 
able debt hanging like a sword over our thoghtless heads. 



Representative McFadden again, - "The United States has been ran- 
sacked and pillaged. Our structures have been gutted and only the 
wall^ are left standing. While this crime was being perpetrated, 
fet&tytfsi&g the world could rake up to sell us was brought in here at 
out ^arasnse by the Fed until our markets were swamped with unneeded 
$3$ AH^wWted imported goods priced far above their value and made to 
eguaQL dollar volume of our honest exports, and to kill or reduce 
favorite balance of trade. As Agents of the foreign central 
Fed try by every means in their power to reduce our 
balance of trade. They act for their foreign principals 
and fipy accept fees from foreigners for acting against the best 
e&tfe of these United States. Naturally there has been great 
competition among foreigners for the favor of the Fed. 

Mr. Speaker, on the 13th of January of this year I addressed the 
House on the subject of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. In 
the course of my remarks I made the following statement: In 1928 
the member banks of the Fed borrowed $60,598,690,000 from the Fed on 
their fifteen-day promissory notes. Think of it. Sixty billion 
dollars payable on demand in gold in the course of one single year. 
The actual amount of such obligations called for six times as much 
monetary gold as there is in the world. Such transactions represent 
a grant in the course of one single year of about $7,000,000 to 
every member of the Fed. 

Is it any wonder that American labor which ultimately pays the cost 
of all banking operations of this Country has at last .proved un- 
equal to the task of supplying this huge total of cash and credit 
for the benefit of the stock market manipulators and foreign 
swindlers? 


In 1933 the Fed presented the„ staggering amount of $60,598,690,000 
-to its member banks.. at-. se of the wage earners, and tax . 
payers of these United Staw f§j|ijf ?j In 1929, the year of the stock 
market crash, the Fed advanced $58,000,000 to member banks. 


In 1930 while the speculating banks were getting out of the stock 
market at the expense of the general public, the Fed advanced them 
$13,022,782,000. This shows that when the banks were gambling on 
the public credit of these United States as represented by the Fed 
currency they were subsidized to any amount they required by the 
Fed. When the swindle began to fall, the bankers knew it in advance 
and withdrew from the market. They got out with whole skins — and 
left the people of these U&Xy&d States to pay the piper. 


Mr. Chairman, last December, 1 introduced a resolution here asking 
for an examination and an audit of the Fed and all related matters. 
If the House sees fit to make such an investigation, the people of 
these United States will obtain information of great value. This 
is a Government of the people, by the people, for the people, Con- 
s equentlyT- nothing should be concealed_from the pe^le^ The. man. 
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who deceives the people is a traitor to these United States. 

The man who knows or suspects that a crime has been committed and 
who conceals and covers up that crime is an accessory to it. Mr. 
Speaker, it is a monstrous thing for this great nation of people to 
have its destinies presided over by a traitorous government board 
acting in secret concert with international usurers. 

Every effort has been made by the Fed to conceal its powers — but 
the truth is — the Fed has usurped the Government. It controls 
everything here and it controls all our foreign relations. It makes 
and breaks governments at will. 

No man and no body of men is more entrenched in power than the 
arrogant credit monopoly which operated the Fed. What National 
Government has permitted the Fed to steal from the people should 
now be restored to the people. The people have a valid claim 
against the Fed. If that claim is enforced Americans will not need 
to stand in the bread line, or to suffer and die of starvation in 
the streets. Women will be saved, families will be kept together, 
and American children will not be dispersed and abandoned. 

Here is a Fed Note. Immense numbers of these notes are now held 
abroad. I am told that they amount to upwards of a billion dollars. 
They constitute a claim against our Government and likewise a claim 
against our peoples' money to the extent of $1,300,000,06© which 
has within the last few months been shipped abroad to redeem Fed 
Notes and to pay other gambling debts of the traitorous Fed. The 
greater part of our money stock has been shipped to other lands". 

In otw next letter, we will tell you what Honorable Wright Patman, 
new Chairman of the Banking and Currency Committee has to say about 
the Federal Reserve System. „Then we will show you how the Central 
Bank group has figured in Three (3) Wars and the subjugation and 
destruction of our anti- "communist" friends and the triumph of our 
enemies.

Gentlemen, when an uninformed American begins to learn what the * 

ticians of the North did to their own countrymen,- NOT THE PEOPLE of 
the North,- for they did not know anything about it,- it is <ti£ 
to look a Southerner in the face. This is what happens when "tips 
people have no knowledge". This is what happens when HISTORY is fSi’s- * 
tor ted and suppressed. * 

In the matter of slavery,- the importation of the Negroes'* Ihh 
to tjie Uni ted States_to_b.e_sold-.as-chattels,- - the- -North was -at- least 
as guilty as the South. The slave trade was conducted almost entire- 
ly by New Englanders, and it was only when slave labor proved unpopu- 
lar/ due to sickness and death attributable to the cold climate , - that 
these New Englanders began selling the slaves to the South. 

It is true that there were brutal slave owners in the South, - 
but these were in a very small minority. At this same time Northern- 
ers held BOND and INDENTURED SERVANTS whose lot was no better than 
that of slaves. In many respects it was worse, because these inden- 
tured were Christian and civilized people and acutely sensitive to the 
un-Christian treatment accorded them. 

In the matter of slavery and of cruelty the North was equally 
guilty with the South. Northerners bought the slaves originally, 
transported them, then sold them for profit. Southerners bought them 
and worked them. This was used as EXCUSE for the fomenting of the 
Civil War. And when that war was over, the South, defeated and 
desperate and tragically impoverished, was left to carry the burden 
of the liberated slaves ALONE. This was the REAL beginning of the 

"Race Problem" . _ It should never have been_«__ The North _at. that, .time, — 

shouTcThave made provision for re-settlement or maintenance of the 
newly freed slaves. But instead, they continued to heap misery and 
retribution upon the Southerners and left to them to find a way to 
support themselves and the Negroes who had become doubly dependent 
upon them. 

For ONE HUNDRED YEARS the South has carried this burden,- they 
have learned to live with it; they have managed to create a good 
living,- good education, good relations between the races. They have 
done it in the only way possible for them to live with it. The South 
has RISEN again,- and now we see the Federal Government starting all 
over . 

The South has HAD THE EXPERIENCE,- they know that where the 
Negro population equals or exceeds the white population,- the VOTE 
could spell disaster for BOTH BLACK AND WHITE. The picture on the 
first page should start a just man thinking. If there were to be 
equal franchise in the States or the Counties where the Negroes were 
in the majority, they would, naturally, elect their own to all offices. 

And you may be sure,— there would still be an abundance of present-day 
Carpet Baggers around to exploit the situation. 
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Now, you in the North,- just consider what would be your own 
attitude if you were suddenly faced with such a" situation. What would 
you do, if the TAX ASSESSOR, the TAX COLLECTOR and the TAX SPENDERS 
were all people who owned nothing,- who paid little, if any taxes. It 
would sound just lovely to say, "Well, we believe in "democracy", we 
would just have to put up with it". Eut down in your hearts you KNOW 
you would be trying to find a way out,- ANY WAY OUT. And you know 
further, that once you had been driven from your homes and your com- 
munities,- it would not be long before the Negroes would be right be- 
hind you. They could not do otherwise. They are just not ready for . 
the "affluent society", for the responsibilities of the "Industrial 
Revolution". Thus the Race Problem becomes one of plain common sense, 
one of practical economics and of practical politics. 

When the Civil War was over we feel that , the Negroes should . 

- — either ~have 'been 1 're-set‘trell _ in' i tKe^C'6'ntin^h^t^£f 6rB~‘ Which “they or their - - 
ancestory had been shanghaied OR the States should have accepted them 
in ratio to their populations. If that had been done there would 
never again have been any Race Problem. 

Today Negroes constitute just about 10% of the pupulation,- and 
the vast majority are located in the South. Before the "Deals", when 
the South planted unlimited acreage in cotton, tobacco and other 
agricultural crops,- the Negro had a good market for his services; he, 
in many cases,- had his own prosperous little farm. Now that the 
South has been stripped of this power of production by governmental 
edict,- there is a real scarcity of opportunity in the agricultural 
field in which the Negro was most adept. 

And once more we have the North-instigated Race Problem. There 
is a Race Revolution; both Negroes and Northern Whites are demanding 
that the Negro be given Racial Equality. The South FOR A HUNDRED YEARS 
has done the best she could with the problem. We think that in view of 
the fact that the South had to rebuild from scratch and to carry the 
unequal burden placed upon her by the North, the South has done a 
magnificent,. job.. — .. — — — ~ — t— — •* — — 

If you doubt this,- just take a f ew hours off on a Sunday, and 
make a chart from the World Almanac, showing the number of institu- 
tions of HIGHER LEARNING the South supports at STATE EXPENSE,- for both 
White and Negro students. Compare it with ANY OTHER SECTION of the 
country and you will see what has been done. BUT IT IS NOT ENOUGH for 
official Washington and the agitators who seek to enforce further bur- 
dens upon the South,- but, as you will easily recognize,- are TOTALLY 
UNWILLING TO CARRY THEIR SHARE OF THE LOAD in their own communities. 

We suggest that if the North,- or any other section of the 
country is SINCERE in this Racial Equality business,- that they RIGHT 
NOW consider admitting to their States a sufficient number of Negroes 
to bring their States up to the national average of 10%.: Let Racial , 
Equality start at home. Let us test the sincerity of the "equalizers". 

This suggestion is in.no sense derogatory to the Negro. If he 
is to be assimilated into society,- we say let the assimilation be 
complete. Those who yell loudest for Racial Equality will, of course, 
come up with the self-serving declaration that the Negro should not be 


FOR ANY REASON. Before the "DEALS 1 got into high gear,- that would 
have been a legitimate position. But it is so no longer. They are 
the very people who subscribe to the Urban Renewals,- the Regional 
Development projects which boldly state that "RE -LOCATION ", - resettle- 
ment, is good,- and in the works, for ALL the poor and under -privi- 
leged who get in the way of THEIR PROGRAMS. 

Furthermore, we have the OFFICIALLY PROCLAIMED policy,- in the 
North-Eastern cities, that WHITE CHILDREN and BLACK CHILDREN should 
not be denied the BENEFITS of association, one with the other. And in 
order that the CHILDREN not be DENIED such BENEFITS, they are "bussed" 
across town in order that White children may get the benefits of 
association with Negro children*-" ^nd vice versa. 

If the association is bea$$j^cial to CHILDREN,- why not to 
ADULTS? If it is all right to ^ifc'Sfesport CHILDREN across town to go to 
.strange schools- far away from home,” WHY NOT TRANSPORT FAMILIES?- It 
is the BENEFITS OF ASSOCIATION which count,- why deny adults such 
benefits? 

Gentlemen, in the name of PEACE,- we think you should seriously 
consider a gradual re-location in order that each State have approxi- 
mately 10% of this under-privileged minority. A mere 10% would not 
burden anybody. Not really, It would keep the PEACE,- if the 
Washington agency REALLY WANTS PEACE. It would be assuming a fair 
share of the tax burden for these people,- and it would,- because it 
would open up employment facilities,- and permit greater freedom and 
cultural opportunities for the Negro,- really HELP him to help him- 
self. This he cannot do in the congested areas of the South. 

If you shrink from such a suggestion,- if you KNOW your con- 
stituency would not approve it,- just think of the South, for a 
HUNDRED YEARS, starting from the most abject poverty,- dragging it- 
self up and carrying this load at the same time. Think too, of the 
Southeast Florida area which has accepted into its already over-bur- 
dened population,- nearly a QUARTER MILLION Cuban refugees. In Miami 
alone, one hundred and eighty. -thousand refugees-have REGISTERED^ -in 
addition to those who did not register. Think about this seriously, 
and ask yourselves if you really cannot accept your pro-rata share of 
the Negro population. 

If, upon soul searching consideration, you find that you can- 
not,- or will not,- then are we asking too much of you that you direct 
your representatives (?) in Congress, that they let the South alone to 
continue to wrestle with the problem which you are unwilling to solve 
in a just and a PEACEFUL manner? Is it to be said of us that we 
desire PEACE with foreign nations,- but care nothing about PEACE with- 
in our own borders? 

There is undoubtedly, a great deal of hypocrisy with regard to 
Race Equality. Much of it is UNCONSCIOUS,- it has not been thought 
or reasoned out; some of it is CONSCIOUS hypocrisy,- the kind which 
ABOUNDS in Washington. Consider the City of Washington itself. From 
the beginning residents of the District of Columbia HAD NO VOTE. Then 
in recent years it became desirable that* i&e Negroes,- and Whites, - 
in Washington should vote IN PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. And so we got a 
law. They vote in Presidential elections ONLY. Why,- if in Presi- 
dential elections,- not in City and District elections? 
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SUs© population of the City of Washington is about 60% Negro. 

If citizens in Washington had FULL FRANCHISE, every elected official 
would be Nfegrc. Just as in many Southern Cities and Counties. Now 
the most vocal of the Democratic Process advocates KNOW why they could 
not tolerate FREE ELECTIONS in the City of Washington. They,- and in 
many cases, their families,- live there. They KNOW what the problem 
would be in Washington; they KNOW they could not live with it? and 
they KNOW THEY should not be expected to. do so. This is the esicacfc 
same problem much of the South would face if they could have their way. 
This we insist is PURE HYPROCRISY,- this is CONSCIOUS hypocrisy. 

The actions of Congress today are subject to the same influences 
as were those of . "Reconstruction " days. The NATIONAL interest is of 
no consequence. It would appear that a hundred years ago there fas 
actually a • subtly prompted vindictiveness bordering on "hat^' 1

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type of man represented the South in Congress in that day mattered nor 
much more than it does today. It was the &0CS&L tax assessors, col- 
lectors and spenders which brought about the intolerable situation 
which terminated with the uprising of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Here then is the real heart of the problem in the sections of 
the South where the Negro population is equal to or exceeds that of 
the white. We had never heard or thought about this until we became 
associated with it,- and we feel sure a majority of State officials 
nation-wide have not either. It is a PRACTICAL consideration and one, 
we feel which can be adjusted only by extensive re-location of the 

Neg rp pppulation ., ^It^need— rio-t-Jbe— accomplished-^ immed-iatel-y-~or— i-n -such-^- 

fashion as to cause any locality undue hardship. But until it is well 
under way, we feel that the Southern tradition should be permitted to 
prevail. The whole nation has lived in this way for a hundred years, - 
a few more years will not make any great difference. 

We will attach hereto a chart showing the number of Negroes who 
would leave certain States and the number who would be received into 
certain other States IF racial equality should begin with equal dis- 
tribution among the States on a population basis. We relize that many 
of you will be shocked that anybody should suggest to you that YOUR 
STATE voluntarily agree to accept these people. Eut in all fairness,-' 
and in the interest of RACIAL PEACE in this Country,- we ask you to' 
give sober consideration to this problem and to the burden so- long 
carried by the South. And if you are still unwilling to accept a fair 
proportion into your States, PLEASE contact your Congreeemen and 
Senators and tell them about this,- and COMMAND THEM to put a stop to 
this intolerable agitation BEFORE THERE IS CIVIL WAR,- and leave the 
South alone to handle the problem the best way they can,- in the ONLY 
WAY it can_be handled. 
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As we told you,- a few days before the assassination of the 
President, the Attorney General had appeared before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House, then considering a "Civil Rights" Bill, and he 
begged them to tone it down. The President and other high officials 
of government stated that in its THEN present form, it was too drastic 
and would not pass. And so the bill was re-written and the propaganda 
mills have been declaring that it has been watered down. 

To you who have faith in your Congressmen and Senators and in 
the "free" press, it may, and we hope it will,- come to you as a dis- 
tinct shock to learn just what has happened,- as it is reported by SIX 
MEMBERS of the House Committee on the Judiciary. Their joint statement 
is written in a pamphlet distributed FREE by the Coordinating Committee 
of the Fundamental Freedoms, Inc., Suite 520, 301 First Street, N. E., 
Washington, D. C. This shocking document should be in the hands of 
every State Representative;- for if this bill passes,- its effects upon 
the States and the People in the States and especially upon ALL busi- 
ness people, will be nothing short of devestating. We urge that BEFORE 
the damage is done, you learn for yourselves just what is proposed in 
this bill,- and as Representatives of the States, we feel you will be 
disgusted at the measures adopted by Washington officials which, we 
believe, if it were possible to IMPEACH anybody, should lead to whole- 
sale impeachments in this case. 

Under the title "Unmasking the Civil Rights Bill" the following 
Congressmen present their dissenting views: E. E. Willis, E. L. 
Forrester, Wm. M. Tuck, Robert T. Ashmore, John Dowdy, Basil L. 
Whitener. The pamphlet begins with this opening statement: "The 
reported bill is not a 'moderate' bill and it has not been 'watered 
down ' . It constitutes the greatest grasp for Executive Power conceived 
in the 20th Century". Then begins a series of "questions" and 
"answers" from which we will quote. 

QUESTION : Was the Civil Rights Bill railroaded through the 
House Judiciary Committee? 

ANSWER : This legislation is being reported to the House without 
the benefit of any consideration, debate or study of the bill by ANY 
sub-committee or committee of the House and without ANY MEMBER of any 
committee or subcommittee being granted an opportunity to offer amend- 
ments to the bill. This legislation is the most radical proposal in 
the field of Civil Rights ever recommended by any Committee of the 
House or Sen&te. 

It was drawn in SECRET MEETINGS held between certain 
members of this Committee, the Attorney General and members 
of his staff and certain select persons, to the exclusion 
of other Committee members. 

As stated above, the full-committee substituted for H.R. 7152 
was railroaded through the Committee on the Judiciary WITHOUT AN OPPOR- 
TUNITY by members of that Committee to discuss, debate or amend the 56 
page mimeographed document was being forced through the Committee 
WHOLLY WITHOUT STUDY (and this is how we got the UN Charter-ed) , it was 
hailed as "moderate" legislation and as a "compromise" when in truth 
and in fact it was no less extreme and vicious than the sub-committee 
proposal, (which Bobby & Company had labeled "too tough ”-ed) . 
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In coordination with these statements, the reported bill was 
DENOUNCED publicly by Civil Rights political pressure groups for the 
apparent PURPOSE OF creating the impression that the substitute 
measure was, in fact, a "watered down" version of the unacceptable 
subcommittee proposal. 

Now that we, as Members of the Committee -have had some oppor- 
tunity to compare the reported bill with the proposal, we 

find that the bill, as reported, is no compromise at It actually 

broadens and strengthens many powers conferred upon ih# attorney Gen- 
eral in the subcommittee proposal and grants new, sweeping and un- 
limited authority to the President, while retaining all the most 
vicious and harsh provisions of the subcommittee proposal. " 

QUESTION : What will Federal Inspector® dictate to' you.- or 
else you will be penalized and go to jail? • 

ANSWER: In-depth, the -revolut-ionary-meaning-of— thrs^-act— i~s 

almost beyond description. It cannot be circumscribed, it cannot be 
said that it goes this far and no farther. The language, written into 
the bill is not of that sort. It has open end provisions that give 
it whatever depth and intensity one desires to read into it. In the 
language of the Eill, "The President is authorized to take such .. 
actions as may be appropriate to prevent .... (Sec . 711 (B)) and "Each 
Federal Department and Agency.... shall take action to effectuate..." 
(Sec. 602) ". This vests, of course, almost unlimited authority by the 
President and his appointees to do whatever they desire. 

It is, in the most literal sense revolutionary, destructive of 
the very essence of life as it has been lived in this country since 
the adoption of our Constitution. Because this is true the under- 
signed members of this committee believe it wise to demonstrate by 
example, the effects of this legislation on people; to demonstrate by 
example, the meaning of lost liberty; to demonstrate by example, the 
power in this bill to dominate the lives of even the least of us. " 

The pamphlet then goes on to -illustrate NINE examples,- in con- 
siderable detail,- among them being ; "If this b ill is enacted,. the_ 


fa rmerT~~reg a r dT e~s s ’’~cTf~the number, of his employees would be required to 
hire people of all races, without preference for any race. If 
experience has taught the farmer that a member of one race is less 
reliable than a member of another race, does less for his pay, he will 
no longer be allowed to hire those he prefers for this reason. If he 
is of the belief that members Of one race are more prone to accident, 
less trustworthy, more neglectful of duties, are, in short, less 
desirable employees than those of another race, he will no longer be 
able to exercise his independent judgment. Under the powers conferred 
by this bill, he may be FORCED TO HIRE ACCORDING TO RACE, to "RACIALLY 
EALANCE" those who work for him IN EVERY JOB CLASSIFICATION or be-in 
violation of Federal Law. 

The penalty for such violation can mean being excluded from 
every direct and indirect Federal "benefit". It can mean calling in 
his bank loans, being shut off by blacklisting from the agencies of 
Government that recruit labor, the right to purchase supplies from 
farmer-associated businesses, which may, themselves, be dependent in 
one degree or another on Federal financial assi stance. — and all — others 
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agencies having to #d with the Federal financial assistance m the 
field of Agriculture . * 

HOMEOWNERS: The right of home owners in the United States to 

freely build, occupy, rent, lease and sell their homes will be destroy- 
ed... Title VI will be construed by the administration to cover "land 
to be developed for residential use 1 ' and "the sale, leasing, rental or 
other disposition of residential property and related facilities. .. .or 
the occupancy thereof" whenever there is involved FHA or GA financing, 
financing by a National Bank or any banking or savings and loan asso- 
ciation covered by the FDIC or any other type of Federal financial 
support" (Executive Order 11063). 

It occurs to us that thd" "RACIAL BALANCE" scheme of the pro- 
posed "Civil Rights Bill", is going to bring about a speedy distribu- 
tion of the Negro population whether or not the States approve it. 

There are VERY FEW large manufacturing plants or housing development 
projects in the South. Perhaps as much as 80% of this work is in the 
North and West, where there are presently VERY FEW negroes. 

Now if the millions of unemployed or poorly paid Negroes in 
the South learn they can go North or West and BY LAW can obtain well 
paying jobs under protection of the Federal government agents,- there 
is going to be a flood tide of these people leaving the South. In such 
case the non-Southern States might well get far more than the 10% we 
recommend. 

The South has educated the Negroes WELL, and they are demand- 
ing GOOD JOBS and equal job rights with Whites. The number who could 
be employed in the South UNDER ANY CURCUMSTANCES is infinitesimal by 
comparison With employment possibilities in the other States. In fact 
under this. law employment practices in the South would not change much, 
for we have Negroes employed in all but the RESTRICTED UNION TRADES 

The job opportunities for Negroes will be in the North and the 
West and that is where they will go. Our only hope is that they will 
go PEACEFULLY and that Revolution and Civil War will be averted. 

We feel that all the People in the United States should be 
throroughly INFORMED about what is happening in Washington,- and where 
these happenings are designed to lead us. Informed people can,- and 
we think, will,- make SOUND DECISIONS,- which is something their 
Representatives in BOTH HOUSES of Congress cannot do. And it all adds 
up to the fact that we need, and must have INFORMED and intelligent 
men in Washington NEXT YEAR if our national and State interests are to 
be managed competently.

PART I - DIRE PERIL - LONG TWILIGHT 

The late President Kennedy, in his inaugural address and 
several times thereafter, warned the Nation of a “dire peril” which 
is now with us, and of the “long twilight” into which we are head- 
ing. ; 

President Johnson, in a speech made before the American Bar 
Association in New York City shortly after he took office, informed 
the assembled lawyers that the Country had been through a revolu- 
tion. We did not know about the revolution because it had been 
“peaceful and profound.” Mr. Johnson said he knew all about it 
because he had taken a prominent part in it. 

Nobody quite understood what these men were saying. Every- 
body knows somebody else writes their speeches. Nobody pays 
any attention to them. After all, the rich man’s playboy son and 
the erstwhile school-teacher from Texas reading somebody else’s 
speeches are not oracles, - and we never had it so good. Neither 
did the people of Cuba have it so good as in their days of “dire 
peril’’ and as they headed into the. “long twilight.” 'And their 
Revolution too was “peaceful and profound.” It was only when 
the purges began and the “dire peril” had been left behind, that 
they recognized the “long twilight.” It might be well to ponder 
one pertinent fact about Revolution. In the violent and bloody 
type, the people are warned and thousands escape. When the 
Revolution is “peaceful and profound,” the people are like cattle 
in the feed pens being fattened up for the kill - neither ever had 
it so good. 

And so we have the assurance of one President that the revo- 
lution is over. And we have the assurance of another President 
that we are now in a state of “dire peril” as we await the coming 
of the “long twilight.” 

Did these two rich and expendable men know what they were 
saying as they read the words of their speech-writers? They knew 
what had happened to the rulers of Poland, Hungary, and Cuba 
after the Revolution, as “dire peril” was succeeded by the “long 
twilight.” If they did not quite understand the tenor of therr re- 
marks, - their speech -writers did. And the speech-writers always 
come from the same place - the headquarters of “The Establish- 
ment,” in New York, otherwise identified as the Council on 
Foreign Relations, - the “King-Makers.” Speech-writing plays a 
very important part in King-Making" and the speech-writers are very 
well trained indeed. 

These speech -writers are so well trained that they can write 
speeches to be delivered before the smartest men in the country, 
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telling them plainly what the King-Makers have in store for them 
and theirs, and not one of the hearers understands what he is being 
told. Not one asks for an explanation. 

The time to ask questions apparently is after the thin line of 
“long twilight” has been crossed and the answers are given with 
bullets, - the predictable end of the “peaceful and profound” 
Revolution. The first discernable effect of Revolution is of course, 
control of the government. But this is never the prime objective. 
This objective is always, a change in the form of government. 

PART II - THE COUNCIL ON FOREIGN RELATIONS 

The change in the form of government in the United States has 
steadily progressed through a very carefully paced “gradualism,” 
directed every step of the way by “the Establishment,” - the 
Council on Foreign Relations in New York City. 

This formerly secret organization of the self-appointed Lords 
of Creation numbers not more than 1400 men, and yet they control 
the government, — (in fact, they are the government), the wealth, 
education and the communications of the nation. The top echelon 
of less than 100 men are the billionaire cartelists who, unless we 
are extremely lucky, - will rule the world and everybody in it, - 
after the purges, of course. These men have never produced any- 
thing, yet they, by outright ownership and as holders of our bonded 
debt, own it all. 

The middle echelon in this power-house is a group of boot- 
licking and unscrupulous military men and educators, which in- 
cludes — and has included — General Eisenhower and Brother 
Milton, General Stillwell, General George Marshall, General Lucius 
Clay, General Lyman Lemnitzer, General Bedell Smith, General 
Maxwell Taylor and a few others. These military men have all been 
shot to the top by mysterious forces and they have always done 
quite well for themselves financially. 

At the lower echelon of The Establishment, the largest group 
consists, almost exclusively of “the intelligencia.” They head 
the large Foundations and all the large Universities, - beneficiaries 
of enormous government contracts and Foundation grants, and they 
run the government. Their associates form the Cabinet, no matter 
who is President. Their men fill all the hundreds of policy-making 
positions in the sprawling bureaucracy in Washington and all over 
the world. This is the self appointed secret government known as 
The Establishment. 

The basic theory of the “intelligencia” is that the American 
People arc too dumb to rule themselves and spend their own earn- 
ings. They need trained social engineers to run the country and 
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control them. The People generally, would not accept this princi- 
ple, — and so for many years the Social Engineers employed by the 
World Empire Builders have been funnelled into government, - 
gradually taking control. The Establishment must PROVE to the 
People that they are unfit to rule themselves, or to elect men 
competent to represent them. 

What better way to prove it, than by having the duly elected 
leaders of the Nation bring us to our knees through National bank- 
ruptcy? 

And so - The Establishment provides the leaders, - men 
totally unqualified for any position of responsibility. The Estab- 
lishment launches a propaganda campaign of enormous proportion, 
builds an image (or two) and then offers the finished product to 
the American People on election day. 

The “duly elected” inexperienced and unqualified National 
“leader” then receives from Establishment headquarters a list of 
“Policy Makers” — department heads, which the “duly elected 
leader” sends to the Senate for confirmation, and the policies of 
The Establishment are put into effect. Policies calculated to 
PROVE to the Americans that they are not fit to rule themselves 
or to “select” men competent to do the job. 

The destruction of the Constitutional Republic is now com- 
plete. The Establishment has selected for us, over the years, - 
Presidential candidates from their own tightly controlled Secret 
Organization. We had no choice. Among the hand-picked Presiden- 
tial candidates of the Council on Foreign Relations were:

We could not win. The C. F. R. Establishment could not lose. 

There is no available record that Franklin Roosevelt was a 
member. But his campaign was financed by prominent C. F. R.

“The Brain Trust,” — came from the Membership rolls of The 
Council on Foreign Relations, - The Establishment.

Actually Roosevelt had nothing to justify his employment in 
any responsible position. He was a rich , woman’s only son. He 
had no executive experience. He craved a political career, - had 
igtsrti fftr the State Legislature in New York and had been defeated, 
at that time he came to the attention of an astute politician, John 
E.'M'&bk, prominently identified with Council on Foreign Relations. 
Mr. Mack persuaded Roosevelt to run for the State Senate. He won 
and thereafter was the protege' of Mr. Mack, who several times 
placed his name in nomination for President. 

It is true, Mr. Roosevelt was elected governor of New York 
State. He was a very sick man at the time and spent little time on 
the job. He had a very capable Lieutenant Governor, Herbert 
Lehman, — one of the very top Members of the Council on Foreign 
Relations. He kept the wheels of government turning in Albany 
while the Propaganda Mills churned out the “image building,” 
bally-hoo, of the great accomplishments of the absentee invalid 
Governor of New York, which was to become standard practice in 
“selling” the American People a hand-picked candidate of the 
C. F. R. 

Eventually the “Great Humanitarian” was to take the United 
States into a Second World War after deliberately planning the 
destruction of our Pacific fleet, which brought death to more than 
three thousand young Americans. 

Roosevelt, his Secretaries of State, War and Navy, the Chief 
of Staff and Chief of Naval Operations, - all fully informed of the 
impending Jap attack against our fleet, — sat like the Ghouls they 
were — waiting for the attack to come, — and to succeed. And they 
carefully > planned and arranged that NO Warning be sent to the 
Commanders at Pearl Harbor. Thus the first of the succession of 
C. F. R. agents and utter incompetents, hand-picked for us, - 
polished up by the “image making” processes and offered us in 
order that by our own “election” we PROVE we are not fit to 
govern ourselves.

Commanders had been authorized to promise them all - and did 
promise them — that at the end of the war they would be liberated. 

When the war ended, Ike went up to have a pow-wow with his 
good friend Joe Stalin. He received a diamond and ruby medal 
valued at more than a hundred thousand dollars. When he returned 
to “duty” he began pressing the Pentagon for permission to 
surrender these two million prisoners of war to Stalin. Suddenly 
the Pentagon needed a new Chief of Staff, - and Ike was it, 
Eleven days later he turned two million men and boys over to 
Stalin — to be murdered and enslaved. This was the famous 
Operation Keelhaul. The final pay-off for Ike’s perfidy was the 
theft of the Republican Nomination for the Presidency, - and his 
election twice. 

Many Military Men writing about World .War' Two are strangely 
silent about the Commander of all the Allied Armies.

The Congress, which for so many years__p.erformed_under the 
Bull-Whip of the man becomepresidentT'will have no brash ideas 
about^ prying into the-affairs' of “Lyndon’s Boy,” - Billy Sol Estes, 
much less those of Lyndon himself. For it is a matter of record 
that the President, then serving as Majority Leader of the Senate, — 
and later as Vice (!) President, wangled some very profitable favors 
for the Youthful Texan. 

One of Billy’s (?) most remunerative rackets was his cotton 
allotment swindle. This finally became so bad even the tolerant 
Federal Agents could no longer go along with it. And so Billy’s

Prominently displayed on the wall of Billy “Sol’s” luxurious 
home which he still occupies despite the “bankruptcy,” is a large 
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picture Inscribed, “To Billy Sol Estes with warm regards and best 
wishes” from Lyndon Johnson. 

In 1948 L. B. J. ran for the United States Senate."" In the 'pjtft-- 
mary election he trailed Governor Coke Stevenson !$• mgr© than 
71,000 votes, which resulted in a “run-off” election between the 
two candidates. 

Then Money began pouring into Texas and L. B. J. seemed 
to get it all. He began a wild and wooly campaign in the course of 
which, according to Martin Dies Story, “he hired a burlesque show 
to travel with him and gave a Government bond at each meeting to 
the holder of a lucky raffle number.”

When the polls closed and the votes were counted, Stevenson 
was ahead by 113 votes out of nearly a million counted, — and 
Johnson promptly went on radio with a “VICTORY SPEECH.” 
Then the wheeling and dealing began in the now famous Precinct 13, 
controlled by George Parr, long time pal of L. B. J. and 5 days 
after election day the vote count in the 13th was “Corrected” from 
Johnson 765, Stevenson 60 to Johnson 967, Stevenson 61. This 
gave Johnson a lead of 87 votes. 

During the investigation of Precinct 13, it was discovered that 
there were 800 registrants in the Precinct and ONLY 600 ballots 
had been issued. First returns from the Precinct gave Johnson 765 
and Stevenson 60.

golf professional.” He had been “going with” L. B. J.’s sister 
Josefa, who died suddenly at L. B. J.’s ranch following a Christmas 
party. 

The murderer, E. Wallace, a young Texas University 

Graduate, worked in the Agriculture Department in Washington, 
where Lyndon had such excellent connections, while he -and Billy 
Sol Estes were piling up the millions. 

On Octobef 22, 1951, Malcolm Wallace drove up to the Pitch 
and Putt Golf Course, walked into the keepers house and shot 
Douglas Kinser to death. Wallace fled but was soon apprehended 
and indicted for murder witfc “Malice aforethought.” He was re- 
leased under $30,000 bail, - later reduced to $10,000. Lyndon’s 
lawyer, the faithful John Cofer, took on his defense and he was 
found guilty of “Murder with malice aforethought,” and given a 
five year suspended sentence. For Murder in the first degree? 

In introducing Mr. Bobby Baker to his readers, the author of 
“A Texan Looks at Lyndon” states — “With venality on the prowl, 
and corruption widely condoned if not an actual part of government 
policy, public apprehension feeds on imaginative fears, and the 
spectre of the gods of wrath and Ffefea^s ^and over such unfor- 
tunate and uneasy lands.” vv ' -ill*: - 

“Only in such a frame of elotiliOK events, of sustained 
judicial and executive usurpations i with the abdication 
and default of Congress, carf; ii^~. ISadtasignificance of the 
ENFORCED SHUTDOWN of the Bobby Baker investigation 
THROUGH THE PRESSURE OF THE PRESIDENT be correctly 
assayed and understood.” 

“While the peccadillos of this urbane but professional pimp, 
the admittedly effective operations to this connoisseur of plush 
living and lush flesh as the ready accessories of money, influence 
and power, - even when wrapped in the Magic Mantle of being one 
of “the most trusted, most loyal and most competent” of Lyndon 
Johnson’s friends, was not enough within itself to make a ripple 
on what was once the open and honest stream of American life arid 
affairs.” 

In other days of course, once this sort of situation was un- 
covered, trial and punishment would have followed speedily.

The Johnson-Baker operations made headlines nationally, for 
a short period. The matter was hastily referred to the Senate Rules 
Committee for investigation. President Kennedy went to Texas 

and L. B. J. returned to the White House.

Then everything changed. Witnesses took The Fifth, the 
Committee refused to hear vital evidence; — the white-wash was on 
with Texas-flavored vengeance. 

The “free press” freely suppressed the facts, but dozens of 
pages of the Congressional Record, — especially the issue of 
July 27, 1964, reveals the sordid story of Lyndon’s Boy Bobby and 
his swindles. It is there for any honest department head to see and 
to read: - The Internal Revenue Service, the Securities Exchange 
Commission, — The Justice Department. They all have good cases 
against Bobby and anybody with whom he may have split his 
“take.” But like the Three Monkeys, they hear nothing, see 
nothing, know nothing. 

Bobby Baker was an employee of the United States Senate. 
He was selected for his $19,600 a year job by L. B. J., who was 
Senate Majority Leader, arid && Leader has exercised a STRANGE 
POWER over the whole Congress. Not since the time of Thad 
Stevens has Washington seen anything like it. Unquestionably, 
Bobby Baker was a great help. As L. B. J. has stated publically, — 
“Bobby Baker is my good right arm, he is the last man I see at 
night and the first I see when I get up in the morning.” And all 
day long Bobby was running his “business” from the Senate office. 
Catering to the erotic desires of visiting dignitaries and others; 
moving around the “call girls,” who had alternated between “his” 
out of town “Carousel” at Ocean City and the enormous and ornate 
“apartment” presided over by his 5th Amendment Secretary, in 
Washington, D. C. Then there were the frequent telephone arrange- 
ments with the abortionist in Puerto Rico, charged up to the tax- 
payers on Bobby’s Senate phone bilk When Bobby was called 
before the Senate Rules Committee, he refused to discuss any of 
this — he also took “The Fifth.” 

Bobby’s “Carousel” has an interesting history. He had a 
partner in the beginning but the partner died. His widow did not 
seem to know much about the operation except that she collected 
many thousands of dollars for expenses — in cash - from Bobby, 
who kept this and other large sums in his Senate office file. 

But when the Carousel opened for business, L. B. J. headed 
a party of several hundred Congressmen and Senators and others 
who were transported free of charge to the Grand Opening. The 
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food was provided from the c ut?ra£e Senate Restaurant and the 
booze was provided by a registers!- -with important legis- 

lation pending at the time. To -qsiots the rSongressional Record, 
July 27, 1964, page 16461 - ‘ ‘Tfei S&W&. the pattern of shake- 
down by an employee of the U. S. Government.” On Page 16, 462, 
the Congressional Record shows that in March of 1962, The 
Carousel was severely damaged by a coastal storm. Bobby applied 
for S jfS4,000. loan from the Small Business Administration - it 
betffig %)t generally known of course, that the S. B. A. is in the 
business of making loans to sustain the type of “business” Bobby 
was conducting. The S. B. A. authorized the loan subject to the 
following conditions, - quote - “Prior to any disbursement on 
account of loan, regional director shall be in receipt of evidence 
satisfactory to him that the borrowers have invested a total of 
$160,000 in cash in the projection in addition to the value of the 
land.” Bobby’s corporation could show an investment of $60,000, — 
but the S. B. A. wanted to see another $100,000. So Bobby trotted 
over to the American National Bank and he arranged to “borrow” 
$100,000 for fifteen days-until the S. B. A. could get a look at it— 
to keep the money in a special fund which COULD NOT BE DRAWN 
UPON. Just how the S. B. A. arranged to view this as “evidence” 
that “the borrowers have invested a total of $160,000 IN CASH in 
the projection” may be difficult for a normal borrower to under- 
stand, but that is the way Bobby got his government loan. He set 
up a FAKE bank account and obtained the tax-payers money to 
repair his New Jersey joy joint by fraud and misrepresentation. 

In another one of his “deals,” he borrowed money from Jimmy 
Hoffa’s Teamsters Union. Bobby Kennedy’s Justice Department 
has been hot on the trail of Hoffa — for years — but not nearly so 
hot on the trail of Bobby Baker. Remembering the rumor that it was 
Bobby K. who blew the whistle on Bobby B. in the beginning, — 
WHY HAS HE SUDDENLY TURNED COLD? He certainly does not 
love L. B. J. more now than he did then, - so why the switch? 
Bobby K. has had some strange experiences in the past year, not 
least of which was a trek to the isolated Hobe Sound, Florida 
estate of Mr. Douglas Dillon and Walt Rostow almost immediately 
after the funeral of his brother. It was quite evident that this two- 
week “visit” gave Bobby a New outlook on things in general. He 
will probably forget all about the Johnson-Baker Combine. He is 
not interested in how Baker “borrowed” the money from the tax- 
payers through the Small Business Administration. 

The endless “business projects” of Lyndon’s Bobby should 
be revealed. There are some Senators from both parties who would 
like to see it done. But the Whip with which Land-slide Lyndon 
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has driven Congress for so many years is all too painfully remem- 
bered. 

PART IX - LADY BIRD’S TV STATIONS 

At a time, when the integrity of the Federal Communications 
Commission, appointed by the President, is being questioned, due 
to the arbitrary rulings taking one critic of official Washington off 
the air and apparently leading up to the removal of another, — if 
they can get away with it, — this might be an appropriate time to 
look into Lady Bird’s television business. 

The Johnson propaganda regarding his (and her) vast accumu- 
lation of wealth during his years in Washington is that he personally 
did not acquire this wealth. Lady Bird did. She had invested “her 
inheritance” in a financially distressed station in Austin, Texas, 
where by hard work, much personal sacrifice and business acumen 
she built the station up into a multi-million dollar business. A 
veritable feminine Horatio Alger of the New Frontier, Lady Bird. 
The author of “A Texan Looks at Lyndon” says this just isn’t so,— 
that he knows from first hand experience it isn’t so. That it is a 
whoppin’ big lie and he can prove it. He charges there is much 
doubt that, Lady Bird ever got “her inheritance.” When her Mother 
died She left an estate of approximately $100,000. Under Texas 
law Lady Bird’s father inherited half of that and the other half was 
to be equally divided between Lady Bird and her two brothers. Her 
father was in charge of the estate. He married twice after the death 
of Lady Bird’s Mother, — and in due course he paid the boys their 
share of the estate. Lady Bird married the penniless L. B. J. and 
in 1936 received from her father a series of NOTES in the amount 
of $21,000 as her share of her Mo%p% estate. The next year 
Lyndon ran for Congress after borrowSqg $10,000 from an unidenti- 
fied source. Whether Lady Bird’s NOTES Were pledged as security, 
the record speaketh not. 

When World War Two broke out, Congressman Johnson and his 
wife hastily “quit claimed” — surrendered to ownership - of 

a tract of land held by her father, — and nine day® later the Govern- 
ment “paid $70,000 for the land, for a war installation.” Lady 
Bird’s father was to live for 13 years after this transaction and 
died leaving his property and trust fund for his wife, and the Lady 
Bird only a “brick building” in Mauldin, Mo., in fee simple. 

At this point one might question whether Lyndon became a 
multi-millionaire on the basis of his wife’s “inheritance.” 

In the book, “A Texan Looks at Lyndon,” - the author des- 
cribes in great detail, the operations through which the Johnsons 
not only obtained complete domination over the TV Circuit serving 
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the large Austin, (Texas) area, - but have effectively kept out all 
competition. By whatever means this one-station monopoly was 
sustained, -and one would be childishly naive to hold that Lyndon’s 
high political office in Washington was not the means, — the people 
of the Austin area were deprived of TV facilities available to the 
balance of the country. They had become something less than first 
class citizens. 

Then there was the incident of the Waco citizens who had 
plans to open a Waco TV Station. They sought the aid of “their” 
United States Senator, L. B. J. He went through the proper-and- 
visible motions of sending a letter to the all-powerful and acutely 
politically conscious F. C. C. Nothing happened so far as the 
record indicates, ~ for a full year. Then the Waco station was 
licensed - with Johnsons holding 29% of the stock. The trans- 
action reeks of bribery or pay-off. Again only the most naive 
partisan would concede that Johnson’s official position as U. S. 
Senator from Texas, — Majority leader of the Senate, - was no 
factor in granting of this license. 

It all boils down to this: In a relatively short period, the 
L. B. J. TV stations had earned a net worth of an estimate of 
SEVEN MILLION DOLLARS. And Bobby Baker had accumulated 
TWO MILLION DOLLARS. With the graduated income tax what it 
is — just how much did these people actually “earn” in order to 
have such fantastic “take - home - pay”? 


PART X - THE CASE FOR THE SOCIAL ENGINEERS 

Are the Social Engineers of The Establishment really making 
a case against the People, - the voters, - proving that they are 
not fit to rule themselves or to elect men qualified for the job?

There have always been good men, plenty of them, in both 
major parties.

But The Establishment had no iron clad 
guarantee they could permanently maintain control unless they 
broke the back-bone of the Party, rendering it so weak and so dis- 
reputable that it could not muster enough strength to interfere with 
the plans of The Establishment.

After more than 20 years 
abroad, Hoover returned to the U. S. at the “request” of the man- 
aging director of the New York Establishment, Edward M. House, 
and became Food Administrator in the Democratic Wilson Adminis- 
tration. The Democratic government provided him with a “Secretary,” 
the Republican Lewis L. Strauss, one of the richest of the Top 
Level Establishment operators, who accompanied Mr. Hoover on 
his travels.

Then Mr. Hoover contributed $173,542 to the Republican 
Harding campaign slush fund,— and he became Secretary of Commerce 
in the Harding Cabinet and on to the Presidency - as a “Repub- 
lican.” 

The Great Depression planned and executed in time honored 
fashion by the Establishment was, — as planned — a major blow to 
the Republican Party, - one from which it may be said, it has never 
fully recovered.

Next The Establishment gave the Republicans Alf Landon. He 
was a quiet, unknown, and ineffectual candidate, who never had a 
chance to win.

This poverty-stricken victim of the Great Depression was 
brought to New York State and set up as a Rackets Buster by the 
Democratic Herbert H. Lehman, one of the top dogs in The Estab- 
lishment. He became Republican Governor of New York State and 
was twice the Presidential candidate of the “Party.” He succeeded 
in “snatching defeat from the jaws of victory,” and is now a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of Kuhn-Loeb and Company.

But the Senate, fully informed, proceeded to approve, without 
exception, the agents of the King-Makers and to consent to more 
and more of the anti-American activities of the usurpers. Informa- 
tion and advice began to pour into this little domicile, — and as the 
true picture of official Washington took shape it became evident 
that our government WAS GONE, — that The Establishment had, — 
as they now proudly proclaim, taken over by a bloodless, — a 
“peaceful and profound revolution,” and were taking our People 
into THEIR World Soviet as fast as conditions would permit. 

It was then that our little band began to seek ANOTHER WAY 
OUT, — and in the process we began a real and a serious study of 
our Constitution. And there we found the KEY to solution to all 
our innumerable problems. It had all been taken care of by our 
Founding Fathers, guided as they were by Divine wisdom. A short 
review of our Constitutional history spells it out: 
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1. In the beginning the People agreed among themselves that 
THEY would be sovereign - not any king, — but each indivi- 
dual would himself be king in his own right. 

2. The individuals residing in States carved from Royal grants of 
territory, adopted these States as their own. Then they volun- 
tarily transferred to their States the .sovereignty which they had 
reserved to themselves in order that the State officials freely 
chosen by the People could act as TRUSTEES of the sovereign 
rights of the People. 

3. In due time, as the country grew and inter-state and inter- 
national complications developed, the States, with the consent 
of the People, decided to create a FEDERAL AGENCY to con- 
duct, in the name of the States and the People, certain clearly 
specified activities, - AND NONE OTHER. 

4. This. AGENCY was created and bound by contract, - the Consti- 
tution of the United States; a contract firmly binding upon 
both parties, and placing the STATE GOVERNMENTS as Parties 
of the First Part in full control and authority over the Agency 
they had created. 

5. In establishing this agency the States created a CONGRESS 

which was to provide a forum for the wishes of the People in 
the States. In this forum the Congressmen write laws in accor- 
dance with the needs of their States. But the States, realizing 
that the final and awesome responsibility for protecting the 
interests of the People and the Nation they were now creating,— 
rested upon them, - dictated that the STATES should select 
and APPOINT two representatives each, as AMBASSADORS 
from the States, -TO SUPERVISE THE WHOLE GOVERNMENT. 
This body was given special and extraordinary powers a&fi w re- 
named the SENATE. i' 

■ 1 ' t ' 

THE SENATE then, became the BALANCE 
Republic. It had the power to REVIEW Acts of Cq^'aisf*^ ith 
CONFIRM OR REJECT Appointments to high office; tb pash' Upon 
TREATIES and the power to TRY IMPEACHMENT. These special 
powers were to be exercised by THE A PPOINTED SENATE ALONE, 
- and NOT by any “Upper House of Congress.’’ 

The Constitutional Convention nailed down the fact of the 
special position to be accorded the SENATE, — as the represen- 
tatives of the separate STATE GOVERNMENTS when they decreed 
in Article 1, Section 4, that the Legislatures and the Congress 
might change the time, method and places of electing Congressmen 
and Senators, “EXCEPT AS TO THE PLACE OF ELECTING 
SENATORS.” That PLACE was to be the State Capitols. 
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The provisions of the^ffl^titution relating to the manner of 
selecting the SENATE, anti special powers of that SENATE 
to SUPERVISE THE WHOLE FEDERAL STRUCTURE for which 
the STATES were responsible to the People, made of that all- 
powerful SENATE an effective stumbling block to any encroach- 
ment of evil and subversive elements ( outside Constitutional 
limits. 

And it was to be expected, that such persons, who have 
existed in every country from the dawn of history, would scheme 
endlessly to find a way to get rid of thfeiMi^powerful Senate. And 
eventually they accomplished their p#tp§|ji£ when they, in 1913, 
persuaded the States to adopt the 17th?-iwsfedment abolishing the 
Constitutional Senate. The STATES in this action, ACTUALLY 
VOTED AWAY THEIR OWN AUTHORITY over the government; a 
power they . held as the TRUSTEES of the sovereignty of the 
People in their States. 

They voted to create, - and DID CREATE, - AN UPPER 
HOUSE of Congress, but failed to DO ANYTHING ABOUT the 
special and SUPERVISORY POWERS specifically conferred upon 
A STATE APPOINTED SENATE. The consequences of this 
tragic and irresponsible action of the State Legislatures soon 
becamo apparent. From the date of this illegal and un-Constitutional 
transfer of power, the STATES, who heretofore had selected and 
recommended ALL APPOINTMENTS for policy making positions in 
government, having voted themselves out of supervisory power, 
have found themselves steadily, although gradually, — deprived of 
all authority in the Federal Agency they had created in the name 
of the People. 

They had destroyed the Republic. And apparently they never 
did realize what had happened. Wars and debts and taxes and 
excitement of many varieties kept them, — and the people, occupied 
for many years, during which the revolutionaries who had engi- 
neered this quiet, - and “peaceful and profound” revolution, 
consolidated their gains and became firmly established in 
Washington. The take-over has now become complete. Since 1952 
the whole Federal Structure has been completely dominated by 
trained agents of the Council on Foreign Relations, — The Estab- 
lishment, - The King-Makers. 

The author and friends who had conducted the long correspon- 
dence with the 17th Amendment “Senators” and having become 
convinced that this “Senate was far beyond the reach of the People 
OR THE STATES, having informed themselves of the situation, 
decided that members of the State Legislatures who obviously 
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KNEW NOTHING of what had happened and what had been going 
on in Washington, decided that ALL THE STATE REPRESENTA- 
TIVES IN THE NATION should be informed. 

The State Representatives including Governors and Senators, 
are those to, whom we had transferred; our sovereignty and it was 
up to them to act for us. Having delegated our authority, we were 
going- over their heads when we attempted to influence THEIR 
hirelings in Washington. Regardless of the 17th Amendment, the 
States are still in possession of the ONLY authority to speak and 
act for us; we have never revoked that authority, freely delegated 
even before the Constitution was written. We therefore had colla- 
borated in the destruction of the powers of our own States by per- 
mitting the thousands of violations of the Constitutional Contract 
by the Washington Agency and failing to make demand upon our 
State officials to USE OUR POWERS to stop it. 

All this of course can be blamed upon the very faulty educa- 
tional system which for so many years, has failed to teach the 
history of our Republic. The People did not know. And their State 
officials, products of the educational system, did not know either. 
And we felt that the State Officials, nation-wide, once informed, 
would take the same interest in reversing the international 
escapades of “official” Washington, that we take. 

With this background we can only say that the author together 
with a group of dedicated friends, then set up The Council for 
Statehood for the purpose of informing ALL MEMBERS OF STATE 
GOVERNMENT nation-wide of all the facts known to the group, 
and to try to suggest means by which the government of the United 
States might be restored to the People under the direct supervision 
and control of the State Legislatures. 

We hold that NOTHING CAN EVER BE DONE to accomplish 
this purpose until the 17th Amendment has been repealed. Having 
lived with this problem for years, day and night, - we are con- 
vinced that this is the one step which will do more to return the 
government to the People than any other. It is obvious to us who 
have had the experience that the SENATE acting as an UPPER 
HOUSE of Congress, IS NOT IN CONTROL of Congress as the 
SENATE REPRESENTING THE STATES must of necessity be. 
This “Senate” dependent as it is upon out-of-state money for 
campaign purposes, — and provided largely from contributions oi 
The Establishment made through the SENATORIAL CAMPAIGN 
FUND COMMITTEE, cannot and DOES NOT represent the 
STATES. 

And it is equally obvious that in the absence of a STATE 
AUTHORITY in government, - our States are, in-so-far as govern - 
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ment influence is concerned, — just hollow and empty shells. 

The 17th Amendment Senate has been tried and found wanting. 

It has proven to be a faithless servant of the People. By its very 
nature it can be nothing else. And this fact was all too well under- 
stood by those evil men who advocated the 17th Amendment. It 
WAS NEVER UNDERSTOOD by the State officials prior to 1913, 
who voted its adoption. 

This evil CAN BE CORRECTED. We believe that INFORMED 
STATE OFFICIALS will move to correct it once they become con- 
vinced that it should be done. 

And we can leave to your imagination to picture the pande- 
monium which would reign in Washington as the States, — dozens 
of them, — began to introduce the necessary resolutions which 
would force the retirement of The Establishment UPPER HOUSE 
of Congress and replace it with men carefully selected by 
INFORMED State officials whose duty it is to select the best men 
obtainable to SUPERVISE OUR GOVERNMENT . 

There has been a “bloodless revolution,” - as the President 
has expressed it, - “a peaceful and profound revolution.” The 
Counter-revolution also can be “bloodless, — peaceful and pro- 
found.” 

REPEAL OF THE 17th will be a long stride in the right di- 
rection. The ground-work has been laid by the Council for 
Statehood through their Open Letters to the Governors and Repre- 
sentatives of the Sovereign States. These Open Letters exceed 
forty in number and in many instances are completely shocking in

Allied with the "paragovernment" (see April 16 
issue) of the New Team were secret "cooperating 
and liaison" groups in the large foundations, banks 
and newspapers, the source added. In that issue, 
readers will recall this newspaper reported that the 
"coordinating role" at the New York Times was in 
the custody of Harding" Bancroft, its Executive

NEW TEAM READY. 

By August 1963, the New Team was ready for 
action on a wide variety of fronts. These included 
international affairs, especially the Vietnam War; 
domestic affairs, ...preparation for the 1964 
Presidential election; and theTmai infiltration" by 
the New Team enthusiasts of the State 
Department, AID, U S Information Agency and 
the Pentagon, the source said. 

The basic purpose of the New Team was to 
reform the US domestic and foreign relations 
through the use of an "elite of committed, 
humanistic pragmatists" who looked at the "spirit 
of the future" instead of the status quo and the 
"dead letter of formal and literal law," the source

"NEW TEAM" TARGETS 

In the international field the main target for 
reform action was Ngo Dinh Nhu, the brother of 
President Diem, of South Vietnam. He had, the 
source said, the same relationship to President 
Diem that Robert Kennedy had to President 
Kennedy. 

' - ; President Diem had insisted in his dealings with 
the "New Team" that the war in Vietnam had to 
-be "run by the Vietnaniese."Even though he used

- The most secret, however, of these CIA wars 
was “Mr. Komer's War" in Yemen which was a

Mr. Komer resorted to a major transformation 
i . • of power especially at the AID in applying 
1 "paradiplomatic" techniques, the source said. 

Because the U S and AiD couid not intervene 
directly in Yemen, Mr. Komer set up "dummy 
companies" in Europe, the Middle East and in 
India which 'bought' AID goods, "repaired" them, 
and sold them either back to AID or to. other 
governments.

The CIA war in counter-insurgency in Yemen 
had convinced the New Team that to carry out its 
program before the 1964 Presidential election, it 
must gain control of the actions of the South 
Vietnamese government in 1963. Thus, the New 
Team, largely on the basis of Mr. Komer's views on 
the .reasons, for both successes and failures in the 
Yemen, decided to move against President Diem in 
Vietnam.

New Team 
destroyed President . Diem; and his brother who 
were "assassinated;" on November 5, 1963 the 
New Team moved against Otto.F. Otepka who was 
informed that day that he was dismissed as a 
security officer; and on November 22, 1963, 
largely on the urging of Robert F. Kennedy, Don 
B.: Reynolds was appearing before a Senate 
Committee to supply evidence which was expected 
to/ cast a "deep, shadoyv". on Vice .President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, because of his relationships to 
Robert "Bobby" Baker, and through- Baker, to 
James H. . Hoffa, the Teamster President whom 
Robert Kennedy was prosecuting, . 

- While Don Reynolds was still in the first phase 
of his testimony, news was flashed to the Senate 
Committee that President John Kennedy had been 
assassinated and Vice President Johnson was now 
President.

"‘We are bent on destroying the system:; I don't know and we have not/ 
thought --about what we will replace it with. That will not be our prob- 
lem; more than likely, we will hot be around. I don't think any of /us 
will be, but what will be left will be the aftermath of our destruction 
and what remains of the ; m. We want to destroy the system; whatywe 
replace it with is unimportant. What IS important is that we gaid con- 
trol of it, even if it means that: every one of us black people gets 
killed, and we probably will. When the soldiers and the tanks ^are in 
the streets, you know they'll be. after us and will get us; but .we'll 
take' a lot of them with us. We are willing to die for our cause. We 
2DON*T want reform or any part of reform, which is what they are 
^now offering us. We want to destroy the system. Not one drop of/' 
blood was shed when King was killed. We must make up for this 
mistake of ours - of not shedding blood. Our job of destroying the 
system must begin with the school system. We want black people in. 
every single job now held by a white person and we will get them. 

We will give them 24 hours to get out. The whole system is overrun 
with and run by Irish Catholics. We must get rid of them - the Jews 
also - we want a black person in the position held by every single , 
Irish Catholic and Jew; whether they do a good job or not is not our 
concern. Whether they give quality education or not in the schools is 
not onr concern. We will shoot any white person' that is in or that 
comes into our schools. There must be and will be violence. We 
must destroy the system and this is the way to do it. Once they be-^ 
come aware of our movement, they will probably try to contain us 
by cutting off our income, cur Federal Money, A. P. C. relief and 
'.Federal Salaries. This will' hurt us ;; hut, -if they do cut us— off we - 
do Trot have to worry. There are countries - China and Cuba, who 
are willing to and who have offered to finance us during our revolu- 
tion and, If we are successful, they are willing to finance us in set- 
ting up a new system.
